Officials Bwy Now on Gigantic 


Flan to Protect Men at 


Front

Washington, July 12.—Before this 


congress has a chance to get away, 
toe administration is going to ask It 
to pass legislation which will enable 
Uncle Sam to go into the lite and 
accident Indemnity insurance business 
on the biggest scale In history. At one 
'blow, the administration wants to In- 
sure one million soldiers and sailors 
and to prepare to Insure other mill- 
ions as called into service. 


Impelling 'Reasons. 


There are two impelling reasons 


tor this: the administration wants to 
avoid a huge pension avalanche after 
the war; second, the Insurance com- 
panies themselves asked too'much to 
carry insurance policies on our fight- 
ing forces. Most ot them demanded 
1100 per $1,000 ot insurance, in addi- 
tion to the regular premium. 


This looked like penalizing patriot- 


ism to Charles F. Nesbit, superin- 
tendent ol insurance, District of Co- 
lumbia. 
Accordingly he proposed to 


, War Secretary Baker that the insur- 
ance companies be asked to form a 
board to pro rate the Insurance on 
all the fighting forces and to cut the 
premium if possible. 


Not Practical. 


Examination proved this not very 


practical. For instance, if insurance 
were taken out on 1,000,000 men, the 
premium, amounting to $21.000,000, 
would 
be dissipated as 
follows. 


$5,000,000 lor' medical 
examination; 


•$10,000.000 lor agents' commissions; 
$2,000,000 for other expenses. 
This 


would leave only $4,000,000 to be ap- 
plied to the risks. 


If the government Itself insured the 


men, there would; be no expense In 
connection with" agents, medical ex 
amlners, etc., so it could take the 
risks at much l«s» coai-'ltian Ihu com- 
panies. At a meeting ot insurance 
company representatives the -other 
day with Secretary ot the Treasury 
McAdoo 104 voted in favor of the 
governmeniijnsurlng ita men and only 
four oppose4-jK<i"ii'u '>"J" '

Scale of Indemnity.

possible delay, 
As concrete evi- 


dence of .the government's obliga- 
tion a certificate or policy may be 
given each soldier and sailor, 
in 


addition, each man may buy extra 
Insurance to the amount of $6,000 
on terms as favorable as In peace 
time, the government issuing the 
policy. The scale of indemnity for 
injuries Is being worked out, 
It is also proposed to-center In this 


indemnity bureau the paying of sepa 
ration allowances to the dependents 
of soldiers and sailors. This has never 
been done in this country, but Canada 
and England have done it throughou 
this war. 


In order to carry out these Insur 


atice and allowance plans specific leg 
islation and appropriations will be re 
quired, but it is not anticipated con 
gress will balk, as the subject wll 
come very close to millions of tarn 


• tiles.

ice at the front both In France and 
Italy. She Is the beautiful Mme. Dai- 
sy Mozzuch, wife of the former Ital- 
ian consul, stationed at Kheims at the 
outbreak of the war. For the past 
year she has been driving her own 
ambulance with the Italian army at 
the front. 


"\Ve were living at Rheims when 


the Germans swept across Belgium 
and into France," said Mme. Mast- 
zuchi to me at the Netherland hotel, 
telling the thrilling story of her work 
at the front. 
"Everything 
in my 


home was destroyed during the bom- 
bardment, but I was not in the house. 
I and my daughter, just 12, were busi- 
ly engaged near the front line trench- 
es, helping to care for the wounded. 
Fortunately, I had had some training 
in nursing and first aid work, and I 
did what I could, with my daughter's 
help. 
I still carry a German bullet, 


received while working on this front. 


"I worked on, helping to care for

Uncle Sam's Fight to Save Race 


Is Bearing Fruit. 


Trachoma Largely Subdued In School! 


and Infant Mortality, Once Ap- 


palling, Reduced. 


Those whu think of the Indians as 


members of a dying race are not ac- 
quainted with the prepress of the work 
ca»rled on In their behalf by Uncle 
Sam's department of the Interior. 


To struggle iipainst tuberculosis and 


tnichotua, and the fight to lower a high 
Infant mortality rate, are' generally 
conceded to be the greatest problems 
confronting medical men of the Indi- 
an office. 
Supplementing the work of 


regular agency doctors, special phy- 
sicians at Intervals visit the various 
reservations, performing eye opera- 
tions, caring for defective teeth and 
spreading Information. 


Already trachoma has been very 


largely subdued In the schools, and 
such new cases as appear 'generally 
come from outside. 
Acute cases fire 


segregated and treated with regularity, 
and at present a large majority of the 
cases' known are among the old nnd 
feeble.
